Seriously Injured 


In Auto Accident 


Norman A. Ross, 26, of 54 High 
st., was critically injured early 
Monday morning in Andover's 
only serious accident over the 
holiday weekend. 


Ross, a sailor, was taken from 
beneath his upturned car on Elm 
Street shortly before 2 a.m. and 
brought to the Lawrence General 
hospital where it was found he 
was suffering from internal injur- 
ies, five broken ribs, concussion 
and possible skull fracture.

Lynch were investigating another 
case on Elm street just before 
the accident when they saw the 
car coming from the direction of 
Wilson's corner. Officer Lynch ran 
into the street and signalled for 
it to stop but the car continued 
on, Officer Deyermond radioed to 
the police car in the square to 
stop the driver. A few minutes 
later, the police report, they re- 
ceived a call that a car had tipped 
over near 86 Elm st. 

They went to the scene of the 
accident and found Ross alone 
and underneath the car. They 
called for the ambulance and a 
fire truck, and managed to roll 
the car off the injured man. 

The scene of the accident is be- 
tween Washington avenue and 
Foster circle. Ross was taken to 
the hospital and the firemen 
washed down the oil and gas in 
the street.

August Building 
Operations Brisk 


The month of August was a big 
one for building construction in 
Andover, according to the records 
of Ralph W. Colman, building in- 
spector, who issued permits for 
new buildings and alterations at 
an estimated cost of $180,500.

BEHIND THE WHEEL 
Parents, do you have a teen-age son or daughter? 
Well, if you worried about them crossing the streets 10 years 
if ago when they started to school, they are facing even greater 
dangers today, according to the National Safety council. 

The 1949 edition of ‘’Accident Facts,” statistical yearbook 
of the council, shows that 10 years ago 6.8 out of 100,000 of 
the children in the 5-14 age group were killed as pedestrians, 
and four out of 100,000 were killed in autos as nonpedestrians. 

But in 1948, when they were 15-24 years of age, 3.1 out of 
100.000 were killed as pedestrians—less than half the rate 
in 1938. But 28.1 out of 100,000 were killed in traffic as non- 
pedestrians—seven times the earlier rate! 

The council concludes that in 1948 they were operating their 
own cars, or were riding in cars frequently driven by their 
friends, and that these cars were not being operated as safely 
as by older persons.

LETHAL AS A BOMB 

The cigarette—that harmless looking little tube of paper 
filled with tobacco— can be as lethal as a bomb. 

Last year, in New York City alone, smokers were responsible 

for more than 5600 fires which did a total damage of some 
$3,285,000. Tobacco was the biggest single contributor to the 
city’s total loss of just under $20,000,000. 
i | We can’t blame the weed for this sorry record—and it is a 
record which is paralleled on a smaller scale in many other 
American cities, towns, and villages. The offenders are the 
i] people who do the smoking. They smoke in bed. They lay cigars 
and cigarettes and hot pipes down and forget about them. They 
discard butts without seeing that they’re extinguished. 

It has long been known that carelessness with matches and 
smoking materials is a prime cause of forest fires which have 
destroyed millions upon millions of acres of forest over the 
years. This is one of the worst of all the tragedies fire causes— 
buildings can be erected in a comparatively short time, but 
burned trees cannot. One cigarette, one match, is all that is 
1!) needed, when conditions are “‘right’’, to destroy for generations 
a natural wonderland. 

How can such waste be stopped? Only the individual smoker 
has the answer. It lies in accepting the responsibility that is 
his every time he smokes.

What Burope is apt to forget, 
and véry probably doesn’t under- 
stand in the first place, is the per- 
culiarity of domestic politics. 
Funds for ERP have to be voted 
by congress; they are paid out of 
current taxation of the American 
people and congressmen have to 
go back home for re-election. The 
issue is always before the public, 
and very much on the congress- 
man’s mind. Consequently, con- 
gress naturally remembers that 
since the end of the war Britain 
has received some $7 billions in 
grants and loans. These vast sums 
were supposed to tide her over 
the bad years and get her back 
on her own self-sufficient feet. 
And what does congress now hear 
from Mr. Hoffman, head of ERP? 
That while Britain is earning 
$600,000,000 from her exports, 
she needs $1,800,000,000 to bal- 
ance her books. And that means 
that she is buying, despite rigid 
restrictions of foreign purchases, 
some three times as much as she 
sells in the western hemisphere. 
Put another way, she has to use 
her gold to make up the differ- 
ence. If she goes on doing that 
she’ll have only paper money left. 
And no American importer wants 
that. He can’t change it for 
American dollars, since the Bri- 
tish don’t have them, and he 
might be stuck with useless paper 
money if the British gold runs 
out. 


What Has Happened 
To The Money? 

So when the congressman is 
asked to bolster up the British 
economy with more cash, he asks 
several questions. What has hap- 
pened to the earlier grants and 
loans, and why haven't they 
solved the problem? When being 
a free-enterprise man he wonders 
whether the Labor government 
isn’t to be blamed, and he’d cer- 
tainly like to know why he should 
vote more cash and whether it’s 
a good bet.

Where The Money Went 


The British have managed to 
increase their food supply from 
one to two meals out of three. 
This was partly done by strict ra- 
tioning of foods that must be 
purchased abroad. The third meal 
for every inhabitant for each day 
of the year has been bought 
abroad, much of it paid for in 
American dollars. Almost all the 
rest of the money was spent on 
raw materials—which they don’t 
have—to turn into finished prod- 
ucts to sell abroad. If they didn’t 
spend the money on those raw 
materials, then severe unemploy- 
ment would result because pro- 
cessing industries would have to 
close down. 


Too Much Welfare State? 


Yes, remarks the sympathetic 
listener, thats all very well. Let’s 
admit that Britain lost much of 
her pre-war foreign investments, 
her shipping income, her insur- 
ance receipts and her tourist in- 
come from abroad. She may get 
those back, but the chances are 
that the volume won’t be anything 
like pre-war days. Are there no 
other causes of the trouble? There 
are several, and a few are basic. 
Britain has probably gone too fast, 
perhaps too far, along the road of 
the welfare state. The government 
is taxing the country too heavily 
to pay for social security, cheap 
subsidized foods and health insur- 
ance. It takes in as taxes over 40 
per cent of the gross national 
product. Too little is left for in- 
centive of investment and spend 
ing by the individual and the in- 
dustrialist. 


British Costs Too High 


Whether the British like it or 
not, the foreigner has lost con- 
fidence in British money. Britain 
may have to devalue, sell her 


pound for $3 instead of $4, and 
thus make her goods cheaper in 
the American market. But even 
this step can be temporary only. 
Unless she can sell much more in 
the United States to make up for 
the proportionate higher costs of 
her her position won't 
be improved, If productive capa- 
city in Britain remains the same, 
if costs of her goods don’t g0 
down, then her workers will have 
to pay more for her imports and 
prices of finished exports 80 ub 
again. Devaluation alone is only 
a stop-gap
